Frow a constant perusal of your columns for 
the last ten years, I am assured that anything 
giving practical information to the masses—par- 
ticularly to the homeless poor, and to the young, 
is evér weleome.

write from a small peninsula on the western 
site of the Peninsular State, extending twanty 
miles by three in breadth into Grand Traverse 
Bay of Lake Michigan.
